Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "wherein the ceramic layers comprise a material having a 
composition of Pbo.988Vo.oi2(Zro.504+xTio.472-xNbo.o24)03.ooo, where -0.05<x<0.05 and V 
stands for a vacancy" in combination with the remaining claim elements of claim 1 . The 
prior art does not disclose or suggest "ceramic layers comprise a material having a 
composition of "Pbo.988Vo.oi2(Zro.504+xTio.472-xNbo.o24)03.ooo, wherein -0.05<x<0.05" in 
combination with the remaining claim elements of claim 10. The prior art does not 
disclose or suggest "wherein the ceramic comprises a material having a composition of 
Pbo.988Vo.oi2(Zro.504+xTio.472-xNbo.o24)03.ooo, where -0.05<x<0.05" in combination with the 
remaining claim elements of claim 16.
